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NOT THE WHO:E TRUTH! 


WOMAN picks up the’ paper and 
reads of a marriage engulfed in 
an abyss of deceit: this particular 

unhappy ending: is written over and 


over in divorce court records and so in 
headlines. And yet—an_ observant 
woman, consulting her memory if not 
the newspaper files, will think of other 
marriages wrecked as hopelessly, if less 
sensationally, on the granite rock of 
tco, too rigid truthfulness. It cannot 
be a mere coiricidence that the “home 
truth” is a synonym for the disagree- 
able, hurting truth. We wonder if any 
home should be subjected to the strain 
of such “sad sincerity.” 

What has set us wondering at just 
this moment is Joun Erskine’s ex- 
wremely clever. and interesting new 
bovel, “Sincerity;” the story of a man, 
Sis wife’and the other womam who try 
to tell one anotiner the truth, the whole 
truth ‘and notring but the truth. and 
tuto a series af fine jams tanned efforts 
Sor complete sincerity get them! 

Yet res ate ee taisiy. sensible and 
conscip:ntious persons, even if they are 
net,tharming. (There isn’t anybody 
in’this book as utterly alluring in 
PHYrson and: philosophy as the golden 
Meroine of ‘Mr. Erskine’s “The Private 
Life of Hewn of Troy.” But nobody has 
the right, we think, to quarrel with him 
on ‘that score. We can imagine his 
protesting, with a certain impatience, 
shat he cannot spend his Hfe writing 
about charming women—especially con- 
sidering the number of the other sort!) 


HE most illuminating sentence in 
“Sinoerity,” it seems to us, is this 
reflection by its wisest character, 


Mary, the other woman: 

“She had taken it for granted that 
husbands and wives, like other human 
beings, told white Hes, yet slept with 
an easy conscience, even concealed from 
each other secrets that might have’ 
hurt, even deceived each other out- 
right, without ceasing to love.” 

Here is the rationale of most sane, 
successful marriages. A husband and 
wife who love each other are honest 
and loyal in all that counts, but they 
do not paraphrase the famous philan- 
thropic injunction and give the truth 
till it hurts. The very existence of 
their love, if it be an intelligent, sym- 
pathetic, tender emotion, means that. 
each aspires to spare the other every 
possible hurt. And complete veracity 
may be vicious in its power to inflict 
injury. 

For example, why should a woman 
tell her husband the whole truth about 
his faults and fallings? His character 
is formed by the time he is married. 
Why give him an accurate but dis- 
agreeable diagnosis on every occasion? 

Why, on the other hand, need a hus-- 
band tell his wife the whole truth 


about her looks? Of course she doesn’t 
grow any younger. Quite possibly she 
grows stouter. Nevertheless, it hurts 
her to have the man she loves comment 
on these facts, even playfully. 

Mr. Erskine has said that, in writing 
about sincerity, he “had in mind that 
older definition of the virtue as the 
most difficult of all arts—an art 
doubly difficult, since jt involves tact. 
The trouble is that most conjugal sin- 
cerity does not involve tact—anything 
put. Telling the whole truth tactfully, 
to one’s husband or wife, may be pos- 
sible; it is not probable. Therefore, 
why not play safe and say less? Why 
not. indeed, tell a few harmless, pleas- 
ant varadiddles if they help to keep 
domestic poe and promote conjugal 
happiness 


ing the whole truth in married 

life is the difficulty of being sure 
it is the whole truth that you tell. 
Truth, in matters of sex, 1s both a mood 
and a tense. For example, Isabel, the 
wife in Mr. Erskine’s book, writes a 
magazine article to prove that the un- 
happy wife is unhappy just because 
she is s0 happy—this 1s Isabel's logic, 
not ours ner Mr. Erskine’s. She ex- 
plains that such a wife is defrauded of 
her ‘capacities for growth.” 

This is héef notion of the truth when 
she writes it. Later, she decides that 
the truth she was trying to express was 
“her complete weariness of a contract 
which she hac once been glad to dedl- 
cate with a vow and to embellish with 
orange blossoms, a contract to live in 
the same house with the same person 
three hundred and sixty-five days for 
the rest of her years.” In short, mare 
riage and her husband bored her. 

How many women, happily married, 
really in love, have not felt Isabel's 
transient impatience with the status 
quo? For how many has such bore- 
dom been the truth—the temporary 
truth? That is not saying it is eternal. 
Then why hurt a husband's feelings by

in cold blood or hot annoyance, when It 
would be so much simpler and more 
satisfactory to run away for  weck's 
visit and change—and come home won- 
dering why on earth one ever wanted 
to leave!

Homes

NE does not travel far on the 

Continent without discovering in 

simple homes a striking indl- 
viduality—a definite character that 1s 
altogether lacking in the American 
scheme of things. 

There is a freshness of color and an 
original use of it; a courageous choice 
of furnishings that are beautiful in the 
eyes of the host, or the hostess, re- 
gardless of their relation to period or 
conventional schemes; a peculiar sense 
of fitness that leads the European to 
cheese furnishings which are honest 
expressions of his needs and his station 
in life. And, quite naturally, the re- 
sult is the most enchanting difference 
in decoration in homes of the same 
relative type. 

In Germany, perhaps, this trend 
toward individuality is more definitely 
established than elsewhere. It is only 
in houses belonging to that class of 
Germans who have acquired sudden 
wealth since the war that we find a 
craze for period furnishings. In this 
circle there is a great demand for Eng- 
lish things just now. No dining room 
seems correct unless it 1s strictly Chip- 
pendale—just as in our own country 
there is a slavish adherence to period 
styles by those who are not certain 
of their way in decoration, and so must 
copy instead of originate. In the home 
of the artistic German with a back- 

ound of true culture, however, one 
finds ‘delightful originality. 

The room chosen for illustration is 
so exactly in point that its story 
should be told for all who wish to 
plan distinctive rooms, For ‘it is a 
scheme in which all furnishings have 
been made by the women of the house 
—the two sculptresses who were men- 
tioned briefly in the article published 
last week. 

Like many another romance, the be- 
ginning of this home extends back to 
that time just before the war, when 
the financial affairs of the household 
were exceedingly prosperous. The villa 
was just nicely started and forging 
ahead under the somewhat ambitious 


plans mapped out by these two women™ 


when war was declared. Money, labor, 
materials—-all customary channels of 
production were closed to them; the

home would have remained unfinished 
but for their determination to carry it 
to completion through the work of 
their own hands. And finish it they 
did—achieving though their necessity 
a result which, for charm and original- 
ity, stands in a class by {tself. 


The room photographed is ° their’ 


study, the room where they spend most 
of their time; and the black«and white 
of the picture gives nO idea of the 
beauty of this spot. Its charm lies 
chiefly in its coloring—® scheme in 
harmonies instead of contrasts. . 

The plain, neutral looking wall is in 
reality the most delicious*hade of lilac 
pink and the ceiling is-done in hya- 
cinth blue, with the moulding strips 
tinted in the pink tones. With those 
soft, delicate colors for a background 
the floor covering was quite a problem 
—solved economically, however, by 
these ingenious women, who left the 
white, unfinished wood of the flooring 
bare in strips down the centre of the 
room as a smart foundation for rag 
rugs in darker blue and pink woven to- 
gether to produce a purplish tone in 
perfect harmony with the walls. 

All pictures in the room were painted 
by the two women, and the important 
objects of art were bits of their sculp- 
ture—one @ ceramic of the Madonna, 
the other a splendid wood carving of 
St. Francis with a young gazelle. 

At the workshop end or the room 


the bookshelves and desk were built - 


and hand-carved by the artists, then 


stained and waxed in walnut finish. ° 


‘The chair before the desk was also 
built by them, but left in its lght 
natural finish with only a slight wax- 
ing to protect it from wear.

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as the cultivated peasant type in dec- 
oration, this room is perhaps unequaled, 
and no word describes it quite so well 
as gemitlich—that term which the 
Germans use to indicate a room that 
is homelike, hospitable and altogether 
satisfying. 

Following up the theme of individ- 
uality brings to mind the exterior 
treatment of the charming little villas 
of Le Torquet—so different from our 
houses, and of such varied styles and 
colors that it is impossible to describe 
them in detail. 

They were like beautiful birdcages, 
with balconies and turrets and round 
windows, and window-boxes every- 
where filled with purple and pink pe- 
tunias, begonias or geraniums of a most 
livid scarlet. No two houses were alike 
or even similar, as are our houses. We 
have a dozen Colonial homes ranging 
from white with green shutters to yel- 
low or perhaps gray with contrasting 
blinds, or Queen Anne houses of brick 
and timber; the French villas are de- 
signed in every fanciful shape and 
painted every color imaginable. 

One quaint house of white stué¢co 
had bright Prussian blue shutters 
edged with black, and the roof was of 
dull red and brown tile. Another was 
of bright rose pink stucco with pale 
green shutters. A third—a very pretty 
one—was of creamy white stucco with 
bright red shutters and casings and 
little trellises of red which looked ex- 
tremely well with the ivy rambling 
over it. At the windows of this house 
were red checked curtains over little 
glass curtains of ruffled dotted mull. 
(Indeed, dotted mull and net seemed 
to be the most popular curtain fabrics 
of all in this locality.) Still another 
villa of gray stucco Was trimmed wif'n 
red, and one stunning house was b*iilt 
of dull brick below with salmon s*%ucco 
above and bright Swedish blue for 
trimming.

ITTLE Anne was traveling on & 
real “choo-choo” train with her 


mother. For quite a while she 
looked intently out of the window. 
But as little tots can rarely sit quietly 
for very long she soon began to play 
with the shade and window fasteners. 
Mother said, “Stop that.” Then Anne 
slipped from her seat and began run- 
ning about. Mother quickly ran after 
her and sat her down hard, saying, 
“Can’t you sit still and behave your- 
self?” Anne did, for what seemed to 
her # very }ong time; and then she be- 
gan to look around for a more alluring 
occupation. Spying mother’s satchel 
on the floor, she started to investigate 
its lock. At last she succeeded in 
opening it. Mother, exasperated, took 
the “naughty” Child across her knec 
and administered an old-fashioned 
remedy. And it worked! Anne sat 
perfectly still after that until the con- 
ductor called, “All out for Sunset 
Park.” 

A spanking very often “works.” But 
thoughtful parents do not consider 
immediate results nearly so important 
as the development of their children's 
characters. pankings make a timid 
child even more submissive. Surely 
this will not help the youngster to 
achieve self-reliant, courageous man- 
hood or womanhood. On the other 
hand, the spunky child is made rebel- 
lious by such handling—a very un- 
healthy attitude to carry throughout 
life. 

We are infringing on 4 child's self- 
respect when we treat Him in this un- 
reasoning manner. Amd how can we 
keep that close bond of friendship be- 
tween us, when the child feels we are 
taking an unfair, advantage of him, 
because of ovr superior strength and 
size? 

Would many of us spank if we wait- 
ed until our anger--cooled? Don’t we 
usually use this form of retaliation to 
soothe our own ruffled feelings? Surely 
Anne’s mother did not need to resort to 
such a measure. Had she not been 
thoughtless and lazy, she would have 
provided toys and books to occupy the 
little ‘girl's restless body and brain. 
It is grossly unjust to expect a little 
toddler to sit perfectly still with noth- 
ing to do for any length of time. 

Some parents say that they use cor- 
poral punishment as a last resort. Then 
it is simply a matter of greater re- 
sourcefulness. The self-controlled 
parent wijl usually be able to think of 
more reasonable, more humane and in 
the long run more efficacious correc- 
tives. And very often wise fathers and 
mothers use preventive measures, just 
as Anne’s mother might have done, 
thus avoiding all need of punishment. 
Infinite patience, understanding of 
child nature, unfailing justice and 
self-control on the part of the parent 
are excellent substitutes for spankings.
